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EPA's Brownfields Economic Redevelopment Initiative is designed to empower states, communities, and other
stakeholders in economic redevelopment to work together in a timely manner to prevent, assess, safely clean up, and
sustainably reuse brownfields. A brownfield is a site, or portion thereof, that has actual or perceived contamination and
an active potential for redevelopment or reuse. EPAis funding: assessment demonstration pilot programs (each funded
up to $200,000 over two years), to assess brownfields sites and to test cleanup and redevelopment models; job training
pilot programs (each funded up to $200,000 over two years), to provide training for residents of communities affected
by brownfields to facilitate cleanup of brownfields sites and prepare trainees for future employment in the environmental
field; and, cleanup revolving loan fund programs (each funded up to $500,000 over five years) to capitalize loan funds
to make loans for the environmental cleanup of brownfields. These pilot programs are intended to provide EPA, states,
tribes, municipalities, and communities with useful information and strategies as they continue to seek new methods
to promote a unified approach to site assessment, environmental cleanup, and redevelopment.

OBJECTIVES AND PLANNED ACTIVITIES

The intent of the VRPA’s brownfields effort is to
assess, clean up, and reuse contaminated land and
water in the valley. Ultilizing the administrative
capacity ofthe regional organization and the individual
municipalities facilitated through the original Pilot
funding, the supplemental funding will be used primarily
for environmental assessments. The Pilot will use
established selection criteria to identify priority sites
for redevelopment and then facilitate cleanup and
redevelopment by assessing these sites and creating
final development strategies.

To accomplish these objectives, the Pilot plans to:

* Identify brownfields within each of the participating
municipalities; and

» Conduct Phase Il environmental assessments at the

targeted properties.
